>It is a tuning unit (evidently both VFO and final tuning) for some sort 
>of xmtr, but can someone tell me which one? 

The TU-10 is the 10-12 MC tuning unit for the BC-191 and BC-375 
transmitters. They were standard Army equipment from about 1935 
until about 1954. The BC-191 was used in mobile and portable 
applications requiring 12 VDC. It was part of the VRC-1, SCR-193, 
SCR-177 and other mobile and portable rigs used almost everywhere 
during WW-II. The BC-375, which is the same transmitter wired for 
28 VDC, did its service in heavy aircraft such as the B-17, B-24 
and early B-29 bombers. It was the "liason" transmitter, used 

to communicate with base, headquarters, other organizations etc. 
The people that used them liked them very much. 

I have a complete SCR-287, which is the BC-375 with the BC-348 
receiver and accessories used in heavy WW-II bombers, and it's 

my favorite rig.

Went to the tube box, got a new one, and plugged 
it in, and cold again. Checked both tubes filaments, read continuity. 
Checked for 5 VAC on the fat sockets at the tester, no voltage. HHhmmmn, 
interesting. 


After re-adjusting the filament settings to C and R, I had 5 VAC on the fat 
sockets, and a good tube. 


You'd think of all the tubes, this one would be correct! Oh well, live and 
learn...

G'day Dexter and the group, 

The VU111 is a rectifier 
valve. Unfortunately I cannot find any specs. The 10E/146 is the British 
Air Ministry Stock Reference Number for that valve type. The 'VU' is an 
Air Ministry prefix for rectifiers. See list of others below. 


The following is extracted from Radio Bygones Magazine Feb/Mar 1991. 


Prior to the introduction of the Common Valve (CV) Register, each of the 
three British Armed Forces had it's own type numbering system. Although 
there was some similarity between them in the prefix used, there was no 
correspondence whatever between the serial number suffixes issued to the 
same valve when used by the three services. The construction prefix 
reveals in each case what the main application of the valve might be. 
However, as in any system which aims to sort items into categories, 
there were the inevitable ‘grey areas', so that some receiving valves 
were allocated VT numbers by the RAF. The prefixesare self-obvious, 
except for the use of "U" as an identifier for rectifiers, necessary 
because 'R' had already be used for 'receiving'. It stood for 
Uni-directional - obvious when you know!

It was a friend of his some 50 
miles away and they were talking by radio to each other! 


50 miles??!!! It might as well have been 50 billion miles. I was witness 
to a truly magic moment and I had to learn more about what I was seeing and 
hearing. 


This gentleman, Roy was his name, coached me and helped me learn about this 
hobby called amateur radio. He eventually administered my Novice test and 
shortly after that my Technician test. Several years later, when I had 
my hot rod '57 Chevy that I "fixed" on Saturday, he would patiently unfix 
it on Monday so it would run right. I lost count of all the times he saved 
me from myself during that era! 


Roy became a silent key several years ago. In his memory, I've had it in 
the back of my mind to set up a portion of my station at Radio Free Pollock 
Pines as a replica of the DX-100 and Mohawk station he used that night when 
he and I first met. And with the advent of the FCC's ego callsign 
program, it dawned on me to complete the picture by applying for his old 
call sign, KACCF. 


This past week, the FCC issued Roy's call to me and now I have a request to 
make of the BA group. If anyone on this list recognizes the KACCF call 
and has an original QSL card from Roy, please contact me. I would like to 
have one or at least borrow one long enough to scan and copy. For as odd 
as it may seem, I never got around to asking Roy for one of his cards when 
he was alive. I just knew he would always be there and I'd get around to 
it some day.

Last time I looked through the ARRL HB cantenna-like project, they were 
recommending a high flash-point turbine oil of some sort. »*Modernx 
transformer oil would probably be FB, just don't use any old stuff (PCBs).

Next on the list are the electrical 
and chemical properties of the oil; nonconductivity is a given but it is 
also best if it does not tend to eat up the Important Bits inside the can.

PCB's are dangerous when they are burnt but they do no harm to people when 
they are in nice clean transformer oil - the technicians working with the 
stuff used to wash in it and I have seen nothing to suggest that it did them 
any harm. PCB's play hell on whales and become quite nasty when they catch 
fire thus their use should be controlled IMHO. I can photocopy the paperwork 
from Environment Canada and send it out if any of you care to read it.

A recent acquisition has, at some point, been visited by a critter that 
sampled a capacitor. Looks to be a short stay, since not much really has 
been sampled over all and it made the correct sounds when demonstrated. 


But the circuit diagram does not show an electrolytic where it is, in 
fact, NO capacitor on the diagram has the nice little plus sign indicating 
polarity (I assume the end of the cap that goes to ground would in most 
cases be the negative pole of the cap if it was intended to be 
electrolytic. No marks on the cap as it is, so no value or polarity 
indicator, anything there was ‘sampled away' - so if it did have markings 
I would know value, voltage and poles). 


This capacitor is tubular with leads at each end, is sort of light 
cream/yellow in colour, sort of waxy 

on the outside (the sampled part) -and I think I can see just a bit of a 
metallic colouration inside the scratched/sampled part. Given that it does 
go to ground and is the chain from a tube to a_ resistor and then 
connected to 

another resister, what is it? Is it electolytic? It seems to be a filter 
sort of situation, and is .1 mf in capacity. 


Is this enough to go on for anyone to tell me from the tubular shape, 
colour, waxy outside that this is indeed a electrolytic? I assume it is, 
since it is not a disk cap or tubular paper or any other I think I have 
seen. 


I want to replace it since I don't feel happy using the unit in the 
state that cap is in, but without a polarity indicated on the circuit 
diagram I thought I might 

ask, just to be sure. I don't want to unbalance the works (ie. make a 
boo-boo), and I do want to be sure I find out what to put in its place 
(I'm sure all electrolytics should be replace with new ones in the end, 
but first I have to figure out what's what!). 


Further details to anyone willing to make a more informed guess or 
statement if more details are required (ie. I will go look and tell you 
any 

info needed.). 


(Lesson: In the future I am opening top AND bottom of units with cover 
plates and 

asking if it was recently stored outside - seems a lot of undesired/unused 
BAs go the shed/garage etc. before they go on the market, and I guess we 
know they become short term homes for mice, chickens and what not).

Greetings, Troops. 


When the OMEGA system was decommissioned and shut down on the 30th, I 
decided that I wanted to be on hand to hear the last transmissions, so I 
cranked up the R-389 about 10 minutes before the end and camped on about 11 
KHz.. I'm sort of glad I did. 


La Moure, ND was blasting in with it's usual overpowering signal, and I 
could hear several other stations hammering away as the clock edged toward 
the 0300 UTC shutoff time. 


I was a bit amused to note that the Coasties running La Moure cut the 
carrier about 40 seconds early. Odd... I supposed that they were anxious 
to head out and hoist a couple to the end of the assignment. 


I left the receiver on for a few minutes after all the stations had shut 
down, and was tinkering with something else. 


I was startled to suddenly hear a TREMENDOUSLY loud, rasping signal, about 
the same strength as La Moure! It lasted for a couple of seconds and was 
gone. 


The sound of the signal immediately rang a bell with me. It was a loud, 
tearing sound that another VLF freek had once described to me as a sound 
like God unzipping his fly! He had used that description in reference to 
the GWEN system. 


GWEN, for those who don't know, stands for Ground Wave Emergency Network. 
It is a military / FEMA communications network, operating in the 150 - 190 
KHz range, and designed to be nuclear attack survivable. It is an encrypted 
packet radio system, running FSK at either 1200 or 2400 bauds, I forget 
which. 


I've heard GWEN packet bursts many times, and this thing sounded exactly 
like it. 


I stayed on the frequency for the next hour, but the signal didn't repeat. 


As far as I know, GWEN is deployed only in the continental US. Could it be 
that the old OMEGA network's monster transmitters and antennas are being 


recycled, and will be recommissioned as an international version of GWEN? 
Did somebody at La Moure push the wrong button, and accidentally send out a 
stray burst of 1200 baud? 


I've held off posting this in hopes of hearing more that would give some 
clue as to what, if anything, is going on, but nothing has popped up since. 


Stay tuned... the spectrum around 10 KHz might get REAL interesting!
